It submitted an Interim Report in 1971 
and the recommendations made in it were accepted for a period of one year vide Government 
Resolution No. I4(5)TAR 71, dated 10th December, 1971 subject to the further recommendation 
of the Tariff Commission in its Final report. 


The Final Report of the Tariff Commission on the Dye-Intermediate Industry was submitted 
to'Government in July this Year and the recommendations made in it as subsequently clarified 
byjthe Commission in respect of some are summarised in the attached Table.
